Subject. — Import of horses Broodmares/Stallions etc. for the period April, 
1901— March, 1062. 

No. Gl-ITC(PN)/61.—The policy lor the import of horses from abroad, for 
promoting the Horsebreeding Industry in the country, has been carefully con¬ 
sidered in the light of the requirements of Private breeders, Organisations, State 
Governments etc., the need for such imports and the availability of foreign 
exchange for the purpose. It has been decided to permit import of horses, etc*, 
within a limited amount of foreign exchange which has been Bat apart for this 
purpose. 

2. Applications for the import of horses will be considered by a Committee 
constituted for the purpose, on ad hoc basis within the limited monetary ceiling 
allocated for the year April, 1961—March 1962. 

3. Licences will be issued on an annual basis, subject to the following condi¬ 
tions:— 

(a) Geldings or Pigs will not be allowed to be imported. 

(b) In the case of imports from countries affected by African Horse Sick¬ 

ness, a valid certificate of inoculation against the disease should be 
produced. In respect of imports from other countries, horses un¬ 
accompanied by a valid certificate of inoculation against African 
Horse sickness'will be required to be vaccinated at the port of dis¬ 
embarkation and kept in quarantine for a period of 15 days. 

(c) Other certificates required under the Livestock Improvement Act 

should also be produced. 

4. Applications for import of horses from Pakistan will be considered in terms 
of the Protocol No. 1 to the Trade Agreement between India and Pakistan sub¬ 
ject to certain prescribed conditions e>g,, with regard to payments arrangements 
as may be considered necessary in the light of the Trade arrangements agreed 
to between the two Governments. 

5. Applications in the usual form should be submitted so as to reach the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi, by the 15th July, 
1961, at the latest.
